Fred Drake, chairman of the Dum¬ 
barton bridge committee of the Penin¬ 
sula Bureau of Chambers of Com¬ 
merce, appeared before the super¬ 
visors Monday morning and presented 
a resolution relative to the proposed 
bridge project. 

This resolution states, in brief, that 
the bridge is recognized as a neces¬ 
sity, th^t the board will authorize the 
county engineer to make a survey for 
the bridge; that, as this county has 
no funds at present to finance the en¬ 
tire project, San Francisco would be 
allowed to pay a just proportion of 
the cost, and that a bond election 
would be called in this county to pro¬ 
vide funds lateT, these bonds, with in¬ 
terest. to be retired by money received 
from tolls fixed for the bridge. ; 

The resolution was ordered referred 
to District Attorney Swart for an 
opinion in writing thereon to be sub¬ 
mitted at the next meeting of the 
board, Monday, November 14th. 

In speaking tn favor of the resolu¬ 
tion. Drake said that the Peninsula 
Bureau looked upon the construction 
of the-Dumbarton bridge as a good 
business proposition for San Mateo 
county. He argued that it would help; 
wive one of the county’s important 
problems by providing funds from the 
collection of tolls from the bridge to 
build new highways and maintain 
those now constructed. Drake urged 
the supervisors to keep the control of 
tl'e bridge within San Mateo county.

California and still reside in this 
state. Among other bills were those 
appropriating $3,000,000 for soldier 
aid, not charity, but to assist them in 
buying homes and farms.

NEWSPAPERS MAKE MEN 


Many people imagine that the prominence of great men is due entirely 
to their own geniuB. But it la not bo. 

In thla age the moat brilliant of men would be practically unknown 
except for the work of the press in following their careers step by step and 
reporting them to the country at large. 

Newspapers have been known to pick up men of just ordinary intelligence 
and make them governors, or place them in other offices of honor and re¬ 
sponsibility. They are commonly known as favorites of the newspaper. More 
often It Is simply because they are willing to allow the paper to dictate cer¬ 
tain policies and appointments. 

Bat few men ever succeed in getting Into public office against the hos¬ 
tility of their party press. The press makes them or unmakes them when it 
go desires. 

It la not that the editor Is a man of such superior intelligence that he 
towers above the rest of mankind. Far from it. We of the fraternity claim 
10 he no mory than ordinary humans who are trained in the arts of observa¬ 
tion, analysis and dissemination. 

No public man is ever so perfect but what the editor can unearth glaring 
flaws in his career. It is the analyzing and dissemination of these flaws that 
Phim out of the running. 

This the editor can do or not, aa he desires. 

On the other hand, every public official possesses certain admirable traits 
of which the public knows but little. If the press keeps these things to the 
fore tt is only a matter of time and energetic service when the official be¬ 
comes what la known as a "made man." 

Fortunately most editors are rather human. They know the weaknesses 
of public men, but they do not expect perfection In any one. They are con¬ 
tent to give a fellow a fair show, and If he makes reasonably good they boost 
him along. If not, they generally permit him to gracefully retire at the end 
of hla term, unless his acts are such as to warrant condemnation and 
exposure. 

It la not the will of the editor alone that decides these things. It is the 
fact that the editor places his Information before the people and they render 

their own Judgment. 

It Is in this way only that the press makes and unmakes men. But it does 

it, Just the tame.

"Yes sir, up thar In the Yellowstone 
I seed poet rifled trees a-growln’ with 
peetrlfled birds on 'em a-slngln' poet- 
rifled songs,” once declared old Jim 
Brldger, scout, trapper and fur trad¬ 
er. Ha was one of the tlrst white 
men to visit the natural wonders of 
what Is now Yellowstone National 
park. 

After his return he gave an account 
of what he had seen to an eastern 
magazine writer. Two of the writer's 
articles were published. Then the edi¬ 
tor refused to print any more, saying 
that bis readers would not believe 
such Baron Munchausen tales. Ev¬ 
erything the old trapper bad told the 
magazine writer was true, aDd when 
Bridger found that his stories were no 
longer believed, he began telling oth¬ 
er yarns which did not always stick 
so closely to the truth. 

One day in the Yellowstone, he said 
he came upon an elk grazing within 
easy gun range. He Bred, but rhe elk 
neither dropped nor seemed alarmed 
by tbe shot. The scout reloaded and 
fired again—with the same result 
Then he became angry. Picking up a 
rock, he threw it at the animal. The 
rock struck some Invisible barrier and 
dropped to the ground. When Brldg¬ 
er reached the place where It lay he 
found that he had been shooting at 
the elk through a mountain of pefectly 
transparent crystal! 

Brldger wns the first white man to 
see the Great Salt Lake in Utuh. This 
was in 1824, aud he told some won¬ 
derful stories about the lake. One of 
them wus about the great snowfall In 
the winter of 1880, which covered the 
whole. Salt I>nke valley to a depth of 
70 feet. All of the buffalo perished. 

“When spring came, nil I had to do 
was to tumble 'em Into the lake an’ 

I had enough pickled buffalo for my¬ 
self an' the whole Ute nation for 
years,” Brldger declared. 

Brldger was known as “Old Gahe," 
or “The Old Man of the Mountains” 
by his fellow trappers, and the Crow* 
Indians called , him “Onsapy—the 
Blanket Chief.” 

“Glneral. whar you don't see no In¬ 
juns, thar they’re snrtln to he thick¬ 
est." he once told Gen. Henry Carring¬ 
ton, and the general found It good ad¬ 
vice. When the engineers for the 
Union Pacific rallrond were uncertain 
about the easiest route through the 
Rocky mountains, they sent for Old 
Jim. He took a piece of old brown 
paper and with a piece of charcoal 
marked the route which they were to 
follow. l-atei* they found that he had 
not made a single mistake in mapping 
the route. Brldger died In 1881. and 
Is hurled In Kansas City.

"'ater absorbs so m^ch of 
the heat in the fire that the tempera¬ 
ture or the fire Is lowered so that the 
oxygen will not combine with the 
carbon in the burning material and the 
fire goes out. 

It is peculiar that water, which is 
made of oxygen and hydrogen, will 
put out a fire which requires hydrogen 
and oxygen before it will burn. This 
is true, however, as the oxygen and 
hydrogen composing the water already 
have been burned or heated to a high 
temperature when they combined as 
water, and so, as no substance or gas 
that has been burned once can be 
burned again, the combination of the 
two gases in the form of water will 
not burn when thrown on the fire. 

To the contrary, the heat of the 
burning fire is lowered by the water 
so that the oxygen of the air cannot 
combine with it and. lacking the 
oxygen, the fire is extinguished.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

“Running the Gauntlet.” 

The custom of punishing a culprit 
by forcing him to "run the gauntlet” 
practiced in the Seventeenth century. 
Is said to have originated during the 
“Thirty Years’ war” (1618-48) and to 
have been adopted by European armies 
as a mode of punishment. The culprit 
was stripped to the waist and then 
obliged to run repeatedly between two 
lines of soldiers facing one another, 
each of whom struck at him with a 
short stick or switch. The word 
“gantlet," as here used, has not the 
meaning usually given it—that of an 
iron glove—hut is simply a corruption 
of gantlope or gatlope, and is derived 
from the Swedish gatlop, meaning 
“running down a lane.” Some etymolo¬ 
gists, however, derive the word from 
the German gassenlaufen, which means 
"running the lane,” and others from 
the Dutch gangloopen, having the 
same meaning.

The fabric glove has found favor 
with the most fastidious; even those 
accustomed to wear the kid glove ex¬ 
clusively have declared preference for 
the fabric glove for general wear.

It is not .only the wear that a hat 
receives that makes it lose its frei(h- 
ness and shape.

Velvet hats are so much In evidence 
this season that the chances are you 
have one or will have before many 
weeks. These need particular care, 
and will repay you the care you givi 
them. The oid-fashioned way was to 
have a piece of heavy black mourn¬ 
ing crepe with which to rub off the 
dust from velvet, but a velvet brush 
Is easier to handle. A heavy, coarse 
brush should never be used on velvet. 
The best time to brush dust from 
velvet Is after you have worn the hat, 
unless it Is damp or spotted with rain.
